The successful bidders agree to 
complete the desired work within two 
hundred working days. 
The commissioners' court now has 
around $60,000 to apply on the work, 
which is to begin soon. 
The state and federal 
highway 
commissions have agreed jointly to 
go fifty-fifty with the county on the 
present contract for the grading, cul­ 
verts and claying of the road. 
It is probable that when this work 
is completed, there will be a balance 
left in the Meridian Highway fund. 
If so, this balance will be used in sur­ 
facing the unfinished part of the 
road.

In 1900 there w*re 4,02 9 farms in<fr 
Wise county; 
in 1910 there were 
3,721 farms in Wise county; 
in 1920 
there were 3,157 farms in Wise coun­ 
ty. 
In twenty years there was 
decrease of 872 fauns; 
this decrease 
in number may be directly accounted 
for in the loss ot fertility of the soil, 
making farming so unprofitable thai 
it is impossible to maintain the fam­ 
ily on the income derived from farm­ 
ing. 
This year the total tax rendition 
for the county is $14,967,550.00. Of 
this amount $7,623,716.00 or forty- 
six per cent is on farm land, while 
$7,943,840.00 01 fifty-four per cent 
is on city, railroad and other prop­ 
erty. 
The total appropriations for both 
farm and home demonstration agents 
amount to only lourteen and three- 
fourths cents on the $1,000.00 valua­ 
tion. 
The total of 3,157 farms have 
a total rendition of $7,023,710.00 or 
an average rendition of slightly less 
than two and one-fourth thousand 
dollars. 
Fourteen and three-fourths 
cents, the amount spent for both 
agents per $ 1,000.00 rendition, times 
two 
and 
one-fourth, 
the 
average 
amount in thousands * rendition on 
farms, is thirty-three and one-third 
cents, the average amount paid by 
each farm per year to maintain both 
agents. 
The state and federal appropria­ 
tions amount to more than is appro­ 
priated by the county. 
This entire 
amount is spent in the county and is 
absorbed by the commercial houses. 
In other words, the county gets more 
than twice the appropriation made by 
the county back thru trade channels. 
The amount paid by state and fed­ 
eral appropriations for the county 
agent work will be spent in some 
county for county agent work. 
If 
the people in any county do not take 
advantage of it they will donate their 
part of these funds to be used to the 
advantage of some other county.

of a committee that is not ruled and 
swayed by hate and questionable po­ 
litical methods. 
Ii ruling and c'oui 
mantling that no man or wom an in 
Texas who did not vote foi the re g ­ 
ular democrat ic nominees in Texas 
two years ago, and that such a ruling 
be placed on the coming primary bal­ 
lot, the state committee’s action is 
contrary to the following which t i e 
Messenger copies from the Terrell 
election law:

Many farmers are keeping their 
boys on tile farm by stiltin g them 
early on little enterprises of their 
own— a few chickens or a calf or a 
pig. 
Formerly Die farmer might call 
that stock tile children’s, but when 
they were sold he put the money 
into his own pocket. 
If the children 
claimed it wras theirs, he said he was 
going to spend it on their clothes. 
But that did not satisfy them, as they 
knew they would get the clothes any­ 
way. 
The wide-awake farmer lets his 
boy really own those chickens or pigs 
or calves. 
They take the responsibil 
ity for them, and get the profit they 
make from them. Some farmers give 
their boys a pony or let them experi­ 
ment to see if they can plough with 
the little beast. 
Thus they get interested in all 
kinds of farm wotk, and are constant­ 
ly making a little money and getting 
a start. 
By the time they are of age, 
they may be ready to rent a piece of 
land and go it alone.

M’KINSEY SPOKE AT 
ANTI-K. K. K. MEET 


LARGE COWS PROVE 
MORE PROFITABLE 


Addressing the Citizens’ League of 
Liberty in F o rt W orth Tuesday night, 
on* own District Judge F. O. M ?Kin- 
coy is rep o rter ,n the Star-Telegram 
as saying i. 
part: 
“ I assert and will prove wy the 
statutes, the penal code and the bill 
of rights, th a t no man can be a dis­ 
trict judge, a justice of the peace, a 
police magistrate, or a mayor and 
respect the oat ii he took upon as­ 
suming either of these offices and 
become a member and subsrcibe to 
the oath of the Ku Klux Klan.” 
McKinsey then read what p urport­ 
ed to be the oath taken by a K i n s ­ 
man, pointing out sections which he 
construed as being in contravention 
of the official oath of such officer1:. 
He Beverly arraigned police and coun­ 
ty officers, including district judges 
in T a rra n t county 
for not having 
made only arrests “in the num erous 
whipping cases in this county. 
This 
circumstance in itself is proof enough 
that no public official can rema n 
faithful to his oath of office after 
having assumed the Klan obligation,” 
he charged. 
“I am not one of those lock-jawed 
judges who feel that because I hold 
a judicial position I can not express 
my opinion and make a fight when 
the existence of my government is 
threatened,” Judge McKinsey said. 
He then made a plea for religious 
tolerance and denounced secret par­ 
ticipation in politics.

SUICIDE IN UNITED 
STATES INCREASES 


The earthly eliding of a human 
life under any circumstances what­ 
soever, is a melancholy event. Death 
is always distressing. 
The taking of a human life by the 
hand of another, even when lawfully 
done, is a dismal tiagedv. 
It is 
in ex p r essib ly grievous. 
But it is not 
nearly so sorrow! iii as the tin ow mg 
away of a m an’s own life by himself. 
Suicide is the most gloomy of all 
deaths. 
By an act of self-destruction .a 
human being declares the precious 
gift of life, with all its weight of 
.meaning, is not worth keeping. 
I he 
holy scriptures teach us that “all that 
a man hath will he give for his life,” 
but in suicide a man affirms that he 
does not care to retain his life at even 
j he lowest cost. 
He casts it away as 
a worthless bauble, or as an intol­ 
erable burden. 
If a suicide bad never occurred 
among men we would regard such an 
unnatural deed as Impossible. 
We 
would say that even one of the lower 
animals could not be moved to take 
its own life, poo: t,nd base tho its 
life might be. 
, 
, 
. 
Indeed, the lower animals do not 
disappoint this reasonable confidency 
that we entertain concerning their 
tenacious hold on life. 
Among them 
are no suicides. 
They seek to pro­ 
long life to its utmost length, and 
surrender it only when they must. 
Man alone, of all creatures on the 
earth, will cut short his own exist­ 
ence.’ This is a mystery of human 
nature, and the mystery is deepened 
by the fact that suicide is most coal­ 
man among the classes accounted the 
most intelligent and cultured rather 
than among the ignorant and savage. 
We boast of our enlightened ago 
an d advanced civilization, but suicide 
was never more common than now, 
and it is increasing. 
According to 
a n estimate made recently, from the 
most reliable data, by one of tile 
great life insurance companies, there 
were twenty-three per cent more sui­ 
cides in the United States in 1921 
th an in 1920. 
Statistics gathered by 
the Save-a-Life League confirm the 
correctness of ibis estimate. 
More 
than twelve thousand suicides 
reported to the league in 1921, and 
its statisticians reckon that the total 
an as more than twenty thousand. 
The report of the league shows also 
th at there were twelve hundred men 
and women who, before killing them­ 
selves took the lues of ,more than 
two thousand other persons. 
It is 
reported that one man killed ten per- 
• sons before killing himself. 
Strangest among the suicides re­ 
ported was one man of a hundred 
rears of age and a child no more than 
live vears old. 
Why could not the 
old man have waited a few more 
days to go hence naturally and peace­ 
fully 7 
Why should a child of live 
years have run ou t of the world be 
fore there had been time enough to 
look around and s*-e what sort of a 
world he had entered? 
Did. hideous 
monsters of imagination terrify the 
little one in the gray dawn of l^e a 
morning while as yet beams of light 
from sweet stars of Parental lov 
were falling upon his cradled head 
Did goblins of the twilight affright 
I he aged way-worn man ’ 
'Oft the twelve thousand suicides re 
ported to the league there were live 
hundred and nine veterans of war 
ten editors, forty college students 
fifty-one teachers, thirty-nine brok­ 
ers, fifty-seven judges and lawyeis. 
eight v-six 
physicians, 
eighty-eight 
heads of large business enterprises 
.and ninety-three bankers. 
More shocking and unaccountable 
than 
all 
these 
were 
the suicides 
among children, of whom there were 


e i g h t hundred anc fifty-eight. three 
hundred and seventy-three boys and 
four hundred and eighty-five gn s. 
The average age oi the boy suicide 
was sixteen years and that or the 
girls was fifteen. 
In the majority 
of cases the girls took poisons wh.le 
the majority ot the boys killed then 
selves with pistols. 
Germanv. which claims to tie th 
most generally arn. highly educated 
nation in the world, leads all other 
nations in suicides and particular!. 
in the suicides of children. 
0 
Why all this wild waste of lli^> 
Why does culture fail to check it 
What is the source of this deadly a* 
seast* of civilization? 
Many causes 
enter into it, doubtless. 
A shell-shocked world accounts for 
many suicides. The awful nightn%ro 
of a war, in which seven millions m 
young men perished, lias unbalanced 
many minds. 
. 
Economic conditions and tinanciai 
reverses perhaps b d to the s u i c i d e 
oi the large number ot business men 
and bankers, whose self-destruction 
was reported to toe *eaguc 
Loss 
of 
employment, 
desperate 
want, domestic uoubles a n d kindred 
causes have c o n .ributed to this dread 
fill waste oi life. 
Many men and 
women have lacked the moral cour­ 
age to face the difficulties of lite un­ 
dismayed and fight life’s battles teai- 
lessly. 
. 
„ - 
But why such lack of courage 
The answer is easy. 
Courage ten s 
in faith and the decay of faith among 
many has impaired their courage an 
w e a k e n e d their ho.it upon life. 
Faithless eras have always been 
fruit! ul of suicides. 
When I ait bless 
ness prevailed in the Roman com­ 
m o n w e a lth huge heaps of suicides 
were found on Lie desperate Gelds rn 
Pharsalia and Philippi, where men 
slew themselves in despair ot them­ 
selves and their country. 
In the days of the French revolu­ 
tion there was a mania tor suicide. 
To check it, legislation was enacted 
which required that the bodies o< 
suicides should be Publicly exposed; 
and, strange to say! the statute was 
not without effect. J Men who were 
ready to dare to t a w their own lives 
hesitated to have ttfieir dishonored 
bodies exposed to public gaze. 
feared more the contempt of the visi­ 
ble world which ihey fought to leave 
behind them than th^y dreaded the 
filets of fhe unseen world into which 
I Bey were about to plunge. 
Hence 


That a man can reason is no sign 
that he is reasonable. 
Many an un­ 
reasonable man can argue with great 
acuteness.

W ith the advances which 
we have had in the price of farm 
products to wheie the farmers' com 
modities have a liquidating value and 
our section being largely dependent 
upon agricultural support, gives the 
business men confidence in the fu­ 
ture and it appears that a general 
feeling of optimism .s prevailing. 
“ A large area of che southwest has 
a very splendid income from pretro- 
leum and its products. This industry 
is now quite active and adds greatly 
to the business activity of our sec­ 
tion. 
“ It appears that with the harvest­ 
ing of a good crop this year, which is 
well assured in all leading farm prod­ 
ucts, the fall months should see this 
section almost bael to normal. 
The 
United States as a whole now has 
a prospect of grtw ing more than 
800,000,000 bushels of wheat, every 
bushel of which will be needed at 
substantial values to take care of our 
home demands and to take care of 
our share of the demand that wall be 
made upon us from other parts of 
the world for a suostantial surplus. 
Cotton, one of our chief farm prod­ 
ucts of Texas, will be much in de­ 
mand this fall and evidently at a 
very high price due to the fact that 
stocks are now depleted. 
Livestock values seem 
to 
have 
reached the bottom and there is now 
active trading at substantially higher 
prices than prevailed a year ago. We 
believe the active business men of the 
country are justified in now' actually 
pushing business in every line and 
feel by so doing they will harvest 
splendid results from their activity 
and aid the country at large in re­ 
turning to normal conditions.”
